G O R D O N . 


It is accepted that the news of the death 
of tleneral Charles (ieorge Gordon is au­ 
thentic. I Ic fell at the post of high duty in a 
work that lie conscientiously assumed, and 
was struck down by the dagger of an Arali, 
given opportunity by the vilest treachery. 
Gordon was a soldier of a most peculiar 
type—indeed lie constituted its chief ex­ 
ample. 
lie was a hero and apparently 
unconscious of i t ; his labors were above 
the consideration of rewards or honors, 
and 
his 
motives for action strangely 
at 
\iirience with 
those that actuate 
most 
men whose 
careers 
have 
run 
at 
all 
parallel with 
his. 
His char­ 
acter, 
as Archibald 
Forties s* 
well 
puts it, was curiously varied, ami reminds 
one of the attributes of Sir Lancelot, of 
Bayard, of Cromwell, of John Nicholson 
and of Iledley Vicars. 
He was a strange 
assimiation of warlike impetuosity and 
Christian 
inoflensivcncss and peace; of 
dashing chivalry and meekest deportment; 
of terrible strength and exceeding sweet­ 
ness ; of awful vigor and incomparable 
tenderness. 
He came of a race of soldiers, 
was graduated at a military academy, 
gazetted a Second Lieutenant and began 
liis military career at 10. 
He first did 
duty in the Crimea, in the Engineer Corp-, 
from 18*54 to 
At 2(i he became a 
Captain, after his first experience with un­ 
civilized people in America. 
In 18C0 he 
was sent to China to join the allied forces. 
His remarkable career there, 
ami his 
rapid 
promotion, 
are 
matters 
ton 
familiar to call for any extended re­ 
view. 
Mis achievements in the Kinn- 
guan district, and the suppression of site 
Taiping rebellion, at the head of the 
“ Kvcr Victorious Army," make up a 
record that reads like a romance. 
He un­ 
dertook to break the rebellion because be 
believed that lie would fulfill a humane 
task and do good service to t lie world. 
He 
undertook the command of the most ill- 
assorted and heterogeneous lot of soldiers 
and officers ever recruited, representing all 
nationalities, and originally as uncontrolla­ 
ble a lot of adventurers as the world could 
muster. 
But Gordon's masterly organ­ 
izing abilities, bis disciplinary |>owers. bis 
{icrsonal magnetism, his force of charac­ 
ter combined, resulted in the bringing of 
good order out of chaos, and the building 
up of one of the strongest conquering 
forces of which history gives any account. 
The capture of (juinsan, if written into a 
novel, would be condemned as wholly im­ 
probable; but the most of Gordon’s ex­ 
ploits were of the romantic character. 
The fall of Soochow in ISO." will lie re­ 
tailed, and the treachery of the Imperial­ 
ist officials which came verv near driving 
Gordon out of the army, and to which lie 
was saved only bv a humiliating confession 
on the part of the Chinese that they had 
outraged the conditions Gordon made with 
the rebels for tlie surrender of Soochow. 
The reduction of Chanchufn practically 
ended the war and crushed the rebellion. 
He refused medals and money, and left 
China as poor as he had entered it. having 
even given Ids regular pay to aid in 
making his soldiers efficient and comforta­ 
ble. 
His native land, however, recognized 
his genius, and showered honors upon 
him. 
From 18(55 to 1871 he followed, in 
England, the walks of j»cace, devoted to 
charity and broad philanthropy. 
He es­ 
pecially delighted in rescuing boys from 
the slums and gutters of great cities, and 
in finding 
for them employment and 
homes. 
Mis ardor in tins work amounted 
almost to fanaticism. 
In 1871 the Gov­ 
ernment 
sent 
him 
to 
the 
Danu- 
bian 
commission 
for 
the 
improve­ 
ment of navigation. 
Jn 1874 Gordon 
went 
to Egypt 
to 
aid 
tiie 
Khe­ 


dive in governing a province in Cen­ 
tral Africa and rescue it from slave-traders 
and lawlessness. Gordon’s career in Africa 
and t lie marvelous control lie secured over 
the untamed tribes are fresh in public 
• 
1 
memory. 
It is an extraordinary narrative 
and is scarcely paralleled by the most ro­ 
mantic of Oriental imagery or the wildest 
fiction. The influence he gained over the 
Soudanese is scarcely comprehensible; they 
came to look upon him as little less than a 
god, and to respect as much as they feared 
him. 
His governorship proved that he 
was as good in administrative as in mili­ 
tary positions, and that he was an admira­ 
ble executive and an organizer of tin- 
equaled ability. 
He had in his equatorial 
kingdom, wrote Mr. Hake, a stupendous 
task “ to give peace to a country quick 
with war; to suppress slavery among a 
people to whom the trade in human flesh 
was life and fortune; to make an army out 
of perhaps the worst material ever seen; 
to grow a flourishing trade and a fair rev­ 
enue on the wildest anarchy in the world.” 
But out of his courage and conscientious­ 
ness and management of men came jeal­ 
ousies and wrongs, and Gordon, after a 
most wonderful career, resigned in 1879, 
tlius anticipating his dismissal. He rested 
some time, but in 1S81 went out with Lord 
Ripon to India, where, it was thought, his 
strong and vigorous policy and powerful 
originality were greatly needed, but he 
soon repented his act, convinced that in 
tiie Indian government he would be, as 
Forbes puts it, “ a bull in a China shop.” 
I [e resigned and accepted an invitation to 
return to China and aid in settling a 
threatened difficulty with Russia. He pre­ 
served peace between the two countries, 
and with honor to each. 
lie refused 
China’s commission for a high office, and 
returned to England and was sent out at 
once to 
the 
Cape of 
Good 
Hope, 
where he undertook the settlement of the 
Basuto land troubles. 
But lie was treated 
badly by a narrow-minded Prem ier; his 
broad statesmanship and suggestions for 
honest dealing were scorned and he was 
sent home, humiliated and practically dis­ 
graced by a miserable Pecksnifiian local 
government that was incapable of grasping 
subjects after the manner of Gordon. 
lie 
spent a year of rest in Palestine. 
From 
that he was called to the mighty task of 
pacifying the Soudan, and once more 
attempting to control that troubled sec­ 
tion. 
But a new power had arisen. Ma­ 
homet Ahmed (El Mahdi) now confronted 
him and was backed by religious fanati­ 
cism. 
Carrying his black thorn stick, 
with which simple weapon lie had led 
his soldiers to victory, and with but a 
handful of men as a guard, Gordon reached 
Khartoum on the 18th of February, 1884, 
hearing upon his shoulders responsibilities 
such as but few men have ever borne, and 
few have been brave enough to assume. 
Tiie story of his career since then is 
clouded with the doubt of uncertain ac­ 
counts, and it may lie we shall never know 
the truth of his rule in Khartoum. 
In 
less than a year this wonderful man had 
fallen before the dagger of a barbarian, 
and the problem of the Soudan has in con­ 
sequence put on more somber raiment than 
ever. 


FROM FAR AND NEAR. 


THE ELECTORAL VOTE COUNTED 


IN DOTH HOUSES. 


R IG E I ACTION. 


Some days ago Senator Langford pro­ 
posed in the legislature the abolition of 
the office of State Engineer. The bill was 
referred to an appropriate committee, and 
then members of the Houses began to in­ 
form themselves regarding the engineer 
department. It is not creditable that there 
is such a lack of intelligence regarding it. 
It wits reasonable to suppose that the [>eo- 
ple understood what scientific work was 
being accomplished under it. 
When it 
was established in 1879 they certainly 
knew that it was intended a: an office of 
investigation into the subjects of irrigation 
and drainage. In no State in the Union 
is there so broad an area to lie examined, 
and in no place a greater amount of ditii- 
eult field work. 
Intelligent people very 
well knew that the task before the engi­ 
neering force was one of years, not of 
months. That so much has been accom­ 
plished by way of investigation to this 
date i- really surprising, when the number 
of the force employed and the amount ex­ 
pended by the State are taken intoconsider- 
ation. 
In all scientific labors of this kiml 
progress must !«.■ thorough and conse­ 
quently will lie slow. 
To abolish the office 
of State Engineer before the completion 
of the work given it to do is accomplished, 
is to abandon about all that has been done 
in the past and throw away all that has 
been expended. 
If the State is to have its 
money’s worth—to come down to the Com­ 
mercial 
level 
of 
the 
question—it 
must complete the work and publish the 
results. 
We apprehend that it will not 
lie charged that the Engineering Depart­ 
ment has been a laggard. 
We have had 
fair opportunity to observe its workings 
for six years past, and are free to credit it 
with faithlulness, intelligence concerning 
the problems submitted to it, and great 
dilligence. 
Idle force employed we recog­ 
nize as competent, and that it lias been 
conscientious in its work we certainly be­ 
lieve.

When the publication shall be completed 
and the results placed before the people, 
then will arise the totally different ques­ 
tion whether California will re-establish 
the office of State Engineer as an execu­ 
tive office. 
That question must depend 
ujHiit tlie judgment yet to be formed 
whether California will undertake to carry 
on any of the schemes of engineering work 
which the reports will show to be feasible. 
When it comes to that it will be time 
enough to discuss it, but we are convinfed 
that the committee has arrived at a right 
and economic conclusion in agreeing that 
the work to which six years of labor have 
been given shall not l>c abandoned to the 
deep mystery of notes and plats, but shall 
lie published in form, for the information 
of the people.

Tiie E le cto ra l V ote C ounted—C leveland 
an d H en d rick s D eclared E lected. 


W a s h in g t o n , February lltli.—On mo­ 
tion ot Keifcr the Clerk of the House was 
directed to inform the Senate that at 12 
o’clock the House would be prepared to re­ 
ceive that body in conformity with the 
provision of the concurrent resolution re­ 
lating to the counting of the Electoral vote. 
At a few moments before 12 o'clock the 
Speaker pro tent, requested the members 
to clear the two first rows of seats for the 
accommodation of Senators. 
At precisely 12 the Senate of the United 
States was announced, and. headed by Mr. 
Edmunds and the officers ol that body, the 
Senators filed in and took the seats as­ 
signed them, the President of the Senate 
seating himself by Acting Speaker Black­ 
burn. 
Edmunds, in calling the assembly to or- 
det.said: "T he two houses of Congress 
have met in pursuance of the Constitution 
and laws, and the concurrent resolution, 
for the purpose of executing the duty re­ 
quired by the Constitution and laws, in the 
matter of counting the Electoral votes for 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States, cast by the electors of the several 
States, for the term commencing on the 
4th of March, 1885. 
Tellers who were 
appointed by the two bou-es will please 
take their places.” 
Senators Hoar and Pendleton and Rep­ 
resentatives Clay and Keifcr having taken 
their places at the Clerk’s desk, Edmunds 
said : “ The President of tlie Senate will 
open tiie certificates of ail the several 
States in alphabetical order.” 
The call of the States then proceeded 
alphabetically. 
When New York was reached, the cer­ 
tificate was read by Clay of Kentucky, and 
as some vague rumors were in the air this 
morning that trouble would be made over 
the counting of the vote of New York, a 
murmur of relief went up when Clay 
finished the reading and announced that 
the certificates of the Electors were certi­ 
fied to by Grover Cleveland, Governor. A 
slight 
manifestation of applause 
was 
promptly suppressed by Edmunds, who 
ordered the Sergeant-at-Árms to arrest any 
gentleman or other person who disturbed 
the order of these proceedings by applause 
or other manifestations. 
The call of tlie States then proceeded, 
and when it was finished the presiding offi­ 
cer of the Senate announced that Grover 
Cleveland and Thomas A. Hendricks had 
received a majority of the Electoral votes 
for the respective offices of President and 
Vice-President of the United States. The 
declaration, he said, was made only as a 
public statement, in the presence of the 
two houses of Congress, and not as possess­ 
ing any authority of law to declare any 
legal conclusion whatever. 
When the final vote was declared the im­ 
mense audience broke into applause and 
cheers, which the presiding officer attempt­ 
ed to suppress, hut with little success. 
The Senate then returned to its cham­ 
ber, and the House took a recess for fifteen 
minutes. 
U nited S tates Senate, 
W ashington. February 11th.—At 1:55 
r. m. the Senators returned to the Senate 
chamber, and the President pro tem. of that 
hotly having resumed the < hair, the Tellers 
on the part of the Senate (Iloar and Pendle­ 
ton) appeared, and on their behalf Hoar re­ 
ported the result of the Electoral count. 
When the Teller’s report was completed, 
the President of the Senate repeated ver­ 
batim the closing sentence of the announce­ 
ment made by him in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives relating to the declaration of the 
vote. 
Conger saiil lie desired, as one of the 
members of the Senate, to say that he en­ 
tirely dissented from the declaration that 
the President of the Senate or Vice-Presi­ 
dent had no other power in announcing 
that vote than to announce the fact, and lu­ 
did not know by what authority the sen­ 
tence quoted had been made part of the 
declaration. 
Sherman said ; 
“ Ialso wish for myself, 
haring put on record my opinion on this 
question at other times, to again assert and 
put on record my opinion that the declar­ 
ation made was the declaration of a gentle­ 
man who presided on that occasion, ex­ 
pressing his own opinion, and should not 
be taken as a precedent, except so far as it 
may command the judgment of mankind 
herealter. 
1 believe the Vice-President of 
the United States declared and exercised a 
constitutional power when he presided 
over that body to-day and counted the vote, 
and that his announcement of the vote is a 
conclusive end to all argument upon the 
question, and that in doing so, he not only 
gave his own opinion as to the result of 
certain papers given to him, but lie made 
thconly constitutional declaration provided 
for under the existing law, who is to he 
1’resident of the United States after the 4th 
of March.” 
After remarks by Hoar. Lapham, Wilson 
and'Ingalls on the subject, the Chair (Ed­ 
munds) said he regarded the Senate as in 
no way responsible for the declaration 
made by him. He had performed his con­ 
stitutional duty, and had, on his responsi­ 
bility, made the declaration referred to. 
The resolution offered by Ingalls declar­ 
ing the Senate does not attend to Edmunds’ 
declaration, went over until to-morrow, as 
did the resolution of Hoar, approving his 
course. 
Tiie Senate, in Committee of the Whole, 
resumed consideration of the bill to repeat 
the pre-emption and timbcr-culture laws. 
Several amendments to the verbiage of 
the bill were made. 
The bill was reported to the Senate, and 
some of the amendments rejected in Com­ 
mittee of the Whole were reofl'erctl. 
Pending their discussion, the Senate went 
into executive session, and soon adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , February 
l l t l i .—On the 
House being called to order, Keifcr offered 
a resolution reciting the result of the joint 
Convention of the two Houses, anti declar­ 
ing it the sense of the House that the Con­ 
stitution and laws had been duly executed, 
and that no further declaration of these 
facts is necessary. 
Springer said it scented from the an­ 
nouncement of the presiding officer of the 
joint Convention that there was no declara­ 
tion of the vote. < Vntrary to all precedent, 
the Vice-President has simply declared that 
it appeared from the count made bv the 
tellers that Grover Cleveland had received 
tt certain number of votes, but had dis­ 
claimed any intention to make any official 
declaration of the result of that vote.

T he W a r in th e Soudan. 


L o n d o n . February 11th.—The W ar Office 
refuses officially to confirm the dispatch 
which states that General Wolscley tele­ 
graphed the Government that scouts sent 
to Khartoum to ascertain the fate of Gen­ 
eral Gordon have returned with proofs of 
his death. 


RAILROAD i n th e desert. 
London, February lltli.—It is announced 
that a narrow-gauge railway will lie con­ 
structed between Suakiin and Berber. Eng­ 
lish firms offer to undertake the construc­ 
tion of the road within a fortnight by 
the use of manufactured sections in rail 
lengths. 
The Government lias decided to accept 
tiie temporary services of a limited number 
of officers of the militia and reserve forces. 


T IIE REPORT CONFIRM ED. 
London, February lltli.—General Lord 
Wolseley telegraphs the Government Unit 
the scouts sent to Khartoum have returned. 
They confirm the report of the killing of 
General (Jordon and the atrocities commit­ 
ted in Khartoum by Mahdi's men. 


PREM ONITION OF DISASTER. 
London. February 11th.—General Gor­ 
don. before bis departure on the mission to 
the Soudan, told a personal friend, who 
now makes the story public, that lie enter­ 
tained a presentiment that lie would never 
return from Khartoum. Gordon said the 
presentiment was distinct and intense, and 
lie could not push it nff. Throughout his 
entire life, lie said, he had always been 
strongly and correctly affected by presenti­ 
ments. During his military career in China 
lie was guided by them, blit never even in 
the must critical moments of that eventful 
period had lie ever expected death. The 
friend also asserts that in pursuance of his 
belief in the presentiment which covered 
him 'with its shadow, before he started for 
Khartoum Gen. Gordon actually bestowed 
upon his chosen friends all his trinkets and 
mementoes. 


W OLSEi,EY’s PLANS APPROVED. 
London, February lltli.—The Cabinet 
to-day approved General Wolseley's plan 
for an early advance from Suakiin to Ber­ 
ber. A narrow-gauge railroad will be laid to 
Ariab, thirty miles west of Suakim. where 
an intrenched camp will he formed, with a 
central depot for stores. Leaving Ariab, 
the troops will proceed by forced marches 
to Berber, it is calculated that the advance 
will begin about the third week in March, 
and it is hoped tiiat Berber will be readied 
in six weeks. Ariab, where the intrenched 
camp will be formed, is on the road from 
Suakiin to Berber, and is described as " a 
smiling oasis,” where there is good pastur­ 
age and plenty of water. 


STILL SLIGHT HOPE Tit \T GORDON IS ALIVE. 


L o n d o n , February lltli.—There are still 
slight grounds for hoping that Gordon is 
still alive. The accounts of newspaper 
correspondents come from a common 
native source. No witness of tiie death of 
General Gordon is mentioned. With Gen­ 
eral Gordon were Hanzal, the Austrian 
Vice-Consul, and twenty Greeks and Levan­ 
tine merchants. A firm at Alexandria, for 
whom tlie Greeks had been acting as 
agents, do not believe the story of the 
massacre at Khartoum. It is known that 
Mahdi holds fifty Greek prisoners ill camp 
or at El (thrill, and that they are well 
treated. In reply to an inquiry. General 
Wolseley telegraphs that lie has no more 
authentic news than that brought to Korti 
by Colonel Wilson. 


A REGIM ENT OF MANITOBANS. 
W in n ipeg, February lltli.—A large force 
is being gathered here by Colonel Smith, 
for service in Egypt. 
It is expected that an 
entire regiment will be raised itere. 


VIEW S OE DE LESSEPS. 
L ondon, February lltli.—De Lessep3, in 
an interview, said lie considered the Eng­ 
lish expedition doomed to failure. It may 
reach Khartoum,hut tlie Soudanese will not 
submit. The English, in going or return­ 
ing, will fall a prey to hundreds of thou­ 
sands of fanatics, who are ready to die. 


MAHDI’S M INISTER OF WAR. 


P a r i s , February 11 tit.—The Figaro says 
that Mahdi's Minister of War is M. Viret. 
He was formerly a Captain in the French 
army, joined Mahdi in 1882, and taught the 
Arabs the way to break squares when 
formed by troops in battle.

T H E FIGHT IN WHICH GENERAL 
EARLE WAS 
K ILLED. 
London, February 12th — 
m. — The 
Standard's 
correspondent with General 
Earle's column sends the following dis­ 
patch, dated Dulka Island, Tuesday : The 
British troops advanced 
to attack the 
enemy, who had a strong position on the 
hills. After sonic fighting, the enemy were 
completely surrounded. 
Finding it im­ 
possible to dislodge the rebels from their 
fortified position, General Earle ordered 
the troops to charge. 
General Earle was 
killed while leading the attack. The Black 
Watch Regiment captured the position at 
the point of the bayonet, the cavalry taking 
possession of the enemy's camp. General 
Braeketibiiry, upon the fall of General 
Earle, assumed command, and ordered the 
remaining positions of the enemy to he 
stormed. The troops acted promptly, made 
a gallant attack, and soon captured all of 
the enemy's positions. The fighting lasted 
five hours, and there was great slaughter 
among the enemy. 
Those who survived 
escaped by swimming tlie river. 
The 
English losses consist of General Earle, 
Colonel 
E ye, Lieutenant-Colonel Cov­ 
entry and nine men of tiie rank and tile 
killed, and four officers and twenty-one 
men wounded. 


NO O FFICIA L REPORT. 

February 12th—a. m.—Up to 
midnight Wednesday the Government has 
hud no official advices confirming the re­ 
port of General Gordon’s death.

K ecokd-U nion : The singular and 
unaccountable phenomena experienced by 
j the people of Honey Lake valley for overa 
week, and which bids fair to be continued, 
is producing a feeling of awe, to say the 
least, in the minds of many. 
About a 
quarter to 11 o’clock on the night of Janu­ 
ary 30th all were startled by the shock of 
an earthquake, which lasted over one min­ 
ute, and during this time it shook down 
many 
chimneys, broke window glas.-. 
crockery and furniture. Since that night, 
every day and night more or less trem­ 
blings have been felt, some ilavs amount­ 
ing to over a dozen distinct shocks. Thus 
far none have been as severe as the first. 
If a record had been kept, there is little 
doubt that in the last ten days over one hun­ 
dred distinct shocks have been experi­ 
enced. Last night four lively shocks were 
felt itere, while for a number of hours the 
earth was in an-almost continuous motion, 
so much so as to rattle windows, stoves and 
other furniture. The shocks scorn to he 
most severe in and around Jaiucsville, 
and on Susan river, some twelve miles from 
town. Taking the statements and experi­ 
ences of different persons, it is evident the 
undulations have proceeded from every 
point of the compass. 
Before and during this time the weather 
has been remarkably warm, the thermom­ 
eter reaching as high as 70° in the middle 
of the day. and no frosts at night. Tuesday 
night ami Friday brisk showers of rain fell, 
which cooled the air somewhat, and yester­ 
day morning the ground was white with 
snow, which soon disappeared. 
To-day 
but two or three shocks have been felt her» 
in town. Animals, fowls and Indians are 
badly frightened every time they reoccur. 
During and after the shocks many persons 
are affected with a sick sensation at the 
stomach, dizziness and headaches.

Max Levy. Secretary of the F irst Crema­ 
tion Society of San Francisco, is spending 
a few days in this city. H e was called 
upon by a representative of this paper last 
evening and requested to give his views 
regarding cremation. Mr. Levy was found 
willing to talk upon this interesting sub­ 
ject, and went on to sa y ; 
Of all modern reforms to be introduced 
there is scarcely one other that has attracted 
so m uch attention of the scientific world 
and of the thinking portion of the Euro­ 
pean population in general than the one 
brought about hv the recent discoveries ot 
the em inent German physician, Iff. Koch. 
Cremation had its adherents long before 
his discovery “ th at the germs of infec­ 
tious diseases do not lose any of their 
transm itting power, not even after rem ain­ 
ing under ground for centuries,’ but tins, 
in connection w ith the more widely known 
and well understood evils em anating from 
the close proxim ity of cemeteries to large 
cities, has aroused to activity the Govern­ 
m ents of every civilized nation of Europe 
am i other parts of the world. 
Dr. Koch, 
of Germany, and Urs. E vart and Carpenter, 
of England, are authorities for the state­ 
m ent 
" th a t the blood of an anim al that 
died of splenic fever m ay he dried and kept 
for years and then pulverized into dust, 
and yet thedisease-germ s may survive with 
power to produce infection.” 
"Such a 
fact,” quoted from R. E. 'Williams, A. M.. 
"h elp s m ake credible the statem ent of 
medical books concerning the origin of 
some celebrated epidemics. 
In 1828 the 
plague broke out in Modena, in Italy, as 
the consequence of an excavation in ground 
where 300 years previously the victims 
of the plague had been interred. At Eyam, 
in Derbyshire, an excavation m ade a few 
years ago in ground wherein victims of the 
plague had been buried 111 1865 caused an 
outbreak, not of the plague exactly, but of 
a m alignant epidemic new to that region. 
In 1843 the population of M inehinham p- 
ton, England, was nearly decimated by a 
disease manifestly caused by using as a 
fertilizer for their gardens the rich soil of

The sanitary advantages, however, gained 
by abolishing interm ent are of param ount 
importance, and are adm itted even by those 
who do not like to see the old custom 
changed. 
Rut such liking m ust give way 
to w hat the public welfare im peratively 
demands. 
W hen Dr. Jenner made his aii- 
im portant disc ivery that vaccination is a 
sure preventive against small-pox, the great 
masses of the people were so prejudiced 
against having the 
vaccination 
m atter 
mixed with their blood, that various Gov­ 
ernm ents ot Europe had to m ake vaccina- 
¡ tion compulsory, and it rem ains so to this 
very day. 
W e have to do this in our own 
country with the Chinese. 
The prejudice 
existing yet against cremation is on a level 
w ith the prejudice against vaccination. 
Nature employs hut 
one 
destructive 
force—burning. 
It manifests itself in the 
-low and in the rapid process. 
The slow 
process, commonly called decomposition, 
is. in regard to anim al mutter, indescribably 
repulsive, and. according to the revelations 
of representatives of sanitary science, ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous to the living. Let any 
person who has a chance to do so, look at 
the remains of a body that has been dead 
for 5tx) years, 
lie will find there is noth­ 
ing left hut a few handfuls of ashes—just 
what rem ains if nature’s rapid process is 
employed—destruction 
by 
tire, aecom- 
pli.-liitig in one hour w hat otherwise is done 
in 500 years. 
Y<mr own beautiful Sacramento valley 
often suffers from inundations. 
However 
heavy the loss caused thereby may be, it is 
insignificant if brought face to face with the 
sufferings caused by m alarial diseases that 
m ake tlieir appearance after the waters 
have receded. These waters take up the 
im purities or disease germ s of cemeteries 
or private burial places of som e out-of-the- 
way ranches, am! 011 receding find tlieir 
way into wells and ponds. After the peo­ 
ple of this valley shall have come to com­ 
prehend this and establish cremation in 
place of burial, their sufferings from m a­ 
laria will decrease to a very great extent, if 
not almost entirely disappear. 
The < Vernation Society of San Francisco 
was incorporated in ls s 2. with a small 
num ber of members, that increased up to 
January, lsM . to 54. and at the present date 
we count 114 members. This, however, 
serves only us a nucleus to thousands of 
adherents, and when the Hon. David Mc­ 
Clure introduced in the present Senate a 
bill to make cremation lawful, it was ac­ 
companied by an extensively-signed peti­ 
tion praying for the passage of that hill. 
Medical journals, and partieulary the 
London Ijin c tt. are very strongly in favor 
of cremation. The Government of Spain 
has made it compulsory during an epi- 
domic. The Italian Government has built 
crematories to have the dead from the pub­ 
lic hospitals cremated. 
‘1 lie Brazilian Gov­ 
ernm ent requires th 
cremation of those 
having died of yellow fever. Germany, 
France, the Netherlands, Denmark, in fact, 
all Europe with the exception of the sem i­ 
barbarian States. Russia and Turkey, have 
come to understand that question thor­ 
oughly. 
Even in our own country a be­ 
ginning is made already. 
Dr. LeMoyno 
built a crematory in W ashington, I’a.. and 
Dr. Sam D. Gross, the em inent physician 
of New York, was cremated there last year, 
in accordance with his desire. Cremation 
is lawft I in New York State. The corner­ 
stone for a cremation furnace was laid there 
about two m onths ago. 
Besides that, there 
arc Cremation As-, lations in alm ost every 
large city in the United States, infusing 
knowledge among the masses, and it is to 
he hoped that the much-needed reform will 
he hr ugiit about w ithin a verv short time.

The Assembly then went Into Committee of 
the Wh de and took up the epe< ial order for 11 
o’clock. A.-semblv Bill N«>. 221. ap¡*ropriating 
money to p y the Drainage Act claims. 
[Jordan in the «-hair.] 
lleath offered an amendment that the $60.(#10 
now in the treasury, l>el«>nging to the «I rainage 
fund. l>e paid pro rata on the warrants already 
issued, and that no further appropriation be 
made. 
Jones spoke against the amendment. He ar­ 
gued that the vrork <>n which th«*s«* claims are 
based w as T>« rr<»rme«l iu goxl faith by the oon- 
tractors and laborers under a law of the State, 
and that they arc entitled to their money. 
Ilenth sai»l i»« rlmps these claims should he 
paid, but not out of the general fund. He was» 
w iiling that the money rnreed for that purpose 
should l*e iree«l. but not that raise«l for other 
pun»oses. 
May exjdained that the money in the general 
fund is to pay the debts of the State, and these 
claims are justly payable out of that fuml. 
Speak* r Parks took the fi»«or. and gave a brief 
historv of the Drainage Act and its purposes, 
from tne establishment of the state Engineer’s 
office to thc^imc the Act w as declared uncon­ 
stitutional. 
It was for the Legislature to say 
whether the men who had done the work under 
the Act should have their pay. It was a general 
law, and applied to no one section of the State. 
Hazard spoke against the bill. If the taxa­ 
tion required had been confined to the locality 
affected by the Aet, it would have been all 
right. But he did not think it just to compel 
tlu* people <>f the northern and southern parts 
of tin* state to tax themselves to pay these 
claims f »r work done for one particular sec­ 
tion 
The people understand how this class of 
bills are sometimes put through the legislature, 
and he could not support it. 
Colby said the A«*t under which the claims 
originated was passed to protect the great mill­ 
ing industry, and to «lo that the State pledged 
its faith, and it is the duty ol every legislator to 
sustain that pledge.

Me*.la.'ha 11 denied that the State owed the 
debt, and in voting against the bill he would 
not be voting to repudiate a just claim against 


the State. The miners were to pay one portion 
of the debt, and the valley people their portion 
of it. That was the very Aet that has doomed 
hydraulic mining, and yet the miners have paid 
their 10 per cent, of the taxation levied by it— 
they have paid most of the money already 
raised anil paid out under the Aet. He did not 
believe the bill to be right, and would not vote 
for it. 
Parks said that if the bill should be passed, 
provision will doubtless be made in the general 
appropriation bill to raise the necessary money 
to meet these claims. Why should the §60,(XX) 
now in the treasury to the credit of the drainage 
fund be paid if the debt be not a just one? That 
£60,000 is State money, and it should not be paid 
out if the debt be not a legal one.’ And if it be 
legal and just, it should be paid, dollar for 
dollar. Who is authorized to make contracts 
lor the State, if not the Legislature? And when 
such contracts are made the Legislature should 
see them paid. Rather than pay ten cents on 
the dollar on these claims, he would say let 
them be repudiated. 
Jones agaiu spoke for the bill. He said the 
Attorney-General had declared the law to be 
constitutional, and the Commissioners so under­ 
stood it to be when the work was ordered by 
them and performed by the contractors and 
laborers. 
Parks made the further point, in answer to a 
question by Hazard, that the expense would 
have been a just tax on the section attected had 
the Supreme Court not stepped in and deprived 
them of the machinery provided for putting the 
Act in operation, consequently the burden tails 
directly upon the State, which authorized the 
work to be done. 
Hazard spoke at considerable length against 
the bill. 
MeGlashan said the Legislature could not 
make a contract that would he absolute ; and 
when the Supreme Court decides such contract 
tobe unconstitutional, that decision is final. If 
this hill he passed, the present Legislature will 
go down into history branded as dishonest. 
Heath’s amendment was lost by a vote of 12 
ayes to i>9 noes. 
Jones offered an amendment to Section 3, au­ 
thorizing the holders of unaudited claims to 
present the same to the State Board of Examin­ 
ers. to be passed upon by the latter. 
Hazard said there should be a limit fixed to 
these unaudited claims. There might come a 
perfect flood of such claims upon the Board of 
Examiners. 
The Jones amendment was adopted. 
Heath offered another amendment, the effect 
of which would be to pay only a portion of the 
claims. Lost. 
Coleman offered an amendment, reducing the 
sum to be appropriated <in addition to the >6<V 
000 in the drainage futid.» from >190,000 to £105,- 
(XX), the difierenee representing the sum justly 
chargeable to the district in which the work 
was done, and for which, in his opinion, the 
State is in no way liable. 
The hour for recess having arrived, the com­ 
mittee aros»* aiul reported progress. 
Recess was then taken till 2 o’clock. 
A fternoon Session.

IN COMMITTEE OF TIIE WHOLE. 
The Assembly went into ('ommittee «>f the 
Whole ( Jordan in the chair) on the drainage 
claims. 
Coleman explained the purpose of his amend­ 
ment. He held that if Dretri«*i No. 1 has ceased 
to exist, it is a misto:tune, but that is no reason 
why the State at U.rge >hould assume responsi­ 
bility for more than its .'hare of the expense. 
Barks said th»t if the State owed any jiortion 
of these claims it «»\vcd Bui cents 0 » the dollar. 
The debt was created by a Commission appoint­ 
ed by the Slate, ami it W ould be only just for 
the State to pay the debt. 
Woodward said that a great portion of the 
State was opposed to the Drainage Aet in the 
first place, ami should irot now be made to pay 
any part of this debt. 
M(*.!unkin ex pressed himself as oj*jk>sc«1 to the 
bill in any • nap»*. There claim*» have no stand­ 
ing, either leg-.oly or in e*iiiity, as against the 
State. 
Coleman reiterate*! his argument that tin* 
State is justly chargeable with but u jKjriion of 
the debt. 
MeGhreluin «poke in the same strain. He said 
that original!y i¿ was intended that the hydrau­ 
lic mines should pay alnjut two-thirds of the 
expense. 
May took the ground that tin contractors and 
laborers knew no trinity in connection with the 
law. So far as they knew they wen* working 
lbr the • •mimissioners a|»jK)inted by the State. 
They «lid not understand that 011cCommissioner 
represented the State, another tlu.* hydraulic 
miners* and a third the people of a drainage 
district. They worked for the State, and ¡should 
have their money. 
Dooling and Firebaugh favored the Coleman 
amendment. 
The amendment was lost—ayes 30, noes 37. 
Hazard moved to amend Section 3, by provid­ 
ing tiiat the unaudited claims to be presented to 
the Stare Board of Examiners shall not be ail- 
lowed in e.vv«*s of 810,000. 
MeGbishan moved to make the lim it £5,600. 
Bark- replied that it was an imputation against 
the honesty of the State Board of Examiners. 
1 hut board surely would not allow a cent more 
than was jiret and prop-, r. 
Me.tlashan said he had 110 imputation to make 
against the Board of Examiners, but did not 
hesitate to say that the holders of these claims 
were trying to swindle the State out of more than 
SJOOjftM. 
Me lashan’s amendment was lost and Haz­ 
ard's adopted. 
Hazard moved to strike out the section provid­ 
ing that the Aet shall take effect immediately.

With this understanding your committee have 
reported a substitute for the bill under consider­ 
ation, to take effect on the last day of Decem­ 
ber. 1886, and recommend the passage of the 
substitute. 
[It is understood that the report has the ap- 
j>roval of State Engineer Hall, who is perfectly 
satisfied to leave it to the next Legislature to 
decide as to the necessity for a continuance of 
the office beyond the year 1886.] 


LEG ISLA TIV E NOTES. 


One of the clerks at the desk was tlie subject 
of a little talk in the Assembly yesterday. As 
soon as the House convened alter recess, Mc- 
Glftshan rose to a question of privilege 011 be­ 
half of K. Smith, one of the assistant eterks, who 
had been charged by a San Francisco corre- 
spondeut with trafficking in printed copies of a 
document (the weekly history of bills) ordered 
by the Assembly. He said the mutter grew out 


of a remark made by the clerk, in a joke, and 
should not have been treated in a serious man­ 
ner. For his part, he had always found the 
clerks to be obliging to a fault, and had fre­ 
quently known them to decline compensation 
tendered them for work done in over hours. 
Messrs. Allen. Lovell and Douglass also spoke to 
the same effect, and the subject was dropped. 
A resolution * as introduced and adopted in 
the Senate yesterday for the appointment of a 
special committee to inquire into the affairs of 
Secretary ot State Thompson. The proposed in­ 
vestigation grows out of certain allegations 
made of late to the effect that there has been 
collusion between that department and certain 
stationery contractors. 
The committee has not 
yet been named. 
During the debate in the Assembly yesterday 
011 Yule’s bill to establish a branch Normal 
School in Shasta coumy, a member who opposed 
the bill declared that “ Mount Shasta does uni 
lie in the center of the great broad West!” 
“ No,” remarked a newspaper scribe w ithin Ids 
hearing, “ but I have listened to a great many 
men here who lie about Mount Shasta.” 
“ The argument has 110 foundation. It is but 
the creation of the gentleman's imaginary 
brain,” said an Assemblyman in tlu* excitement 
of debate yesterday 011 the drainage claims bill, 
strange to say, nobody demanded that “the gen­ 
tlem an's words be taken dow n’’—not even the 
representative of the land of the orange, the 
olive and the fig, who was thus assailed. 
The debate in the Assembly yesterday over 
the bill to pay tiie outstanding claims accruing 
under the Drainage Act of a few years ago. was 
the warmest that has taken place in that branch 
during the present session. 
The bill, which 
merely makes good the unwritten pledge* and 
good faith of the State, is so just and equitable a 
measure that it demands nothing more than ex­ 
planation to establish its merit. 
The only way 
it can well be killed is by paying too much no­ 
tice to unfounded criticisms and talking it to 
death. 
Among the many exciting and interesting 
features of the proceedings in the Senate yester­ 
day may be mentioned the presentation of beau­ 
tiful bouquets «»f choice flowers to Senators Days 
and Knight for the gallant championship¡of the 
rights of widow's «luring the argument on the 
reconsideration of Senate Bill No. 10, relating to 
community property.
